The  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  tax 
levy,  ansi  the  diabureauteat  of  it,  will  he  • 
matter  of  earneet  inquiry,  as  it  affects  every 
citizen. 

Since  Last  town  meeting,  the  grant  event 
of  the  year  in  war  history  is  that  gas  has 
been  Introduced,  according  to  law,  and 
distributed  through  ths  town  under  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Township  Committee.  We 
think  this  has  beau  wisely  done  in  the 
main,  and  it  a  matter  of  rani  pride  to  our 
people.

Many  oi  these  have  no  claim  on  aay  spe¬ 
cial  church,  and  are  strangers  to  those  of 
onr  towns-people  In  the  habit  of  relieving 
want.
